1 FOR_SAVING OF COAL

Washington, Jan. IT.—Following is the statement issued last night 


by H. A. GarftelS, Fuel Administrate r, regarding the order for fnel con- 


The order of the United States Food'Administrator directing the cur- 


tailment in consumption of fuel provides substantially as follows: 


(J) Until further order of the United States Fnel Administrator, 


nil persons selling fuel in whatever capacity shall give irreferencc 
to 


orders for necessary requirements. 


(n) Of 'railroads; 
(b) Of iomestic consnmers, hospitals, charitable institutions, and 


array nnd navy cantonments; 


(c) Of public utilities, telephones, and telegraph plants. 
(d) Orj ships and vessels for bunker purposes: 
(e) Ofjthe United Sttates for strictly governmental purposes, not In- 


cluding orders'from or for factories or plants working on contracts for 
the United ;Ktates; 


(f) Of municipal, county, or state governments for necessary public 


(<;) Of manufactures of perishable food or of food for necessary im- 


mediate consumption.

The order further provides that on Jan. 18, 19. 20. 21 and 22. 


JOlfi, no fuel sludl he deli veered to any person, firm, association, or cor- 
poration for any uses or requiremen ts not included in the foregoing list 
until the .requirements included in the list shall have been first "delivered. 


On Jan. 18, 19. 20, 21 and 22, 1918, and also on each and every 


Monday beginning Jan. 28, 1918, and continuing up • to and including 
March 25, 1918, no manufacturing plant shall burn fuel or use power de- 
rived from fuel for any purpose except— 


(a). Such plants as from their nature must'be continuously operated 


seven days each week to avoid serious injury to'the plant itself or its con- 
tents.

Age of Breeding Stock. 


Pullets or hens, cockerels or cocks 


can be used in the breeding stock, 
liens, however, are to be preferred to 
pitllots because they lay larger eggs j 
and seem to give better fertility and 
stronger chicks. 
Yearling and two- 


year-old bens are to be preferred to j 
older hens. Any birds, either male or 
feaiale. that have proved to be espe- 
cially valuable breeders should be re- 
tained ns long as they will breed. 


Free Range for Breeding Stock. 


If 
possible, 
the 
breeding 
stock 


should have free range. It is better 
if this be provided during the entire 


fall and winter before the breeding 
season; but If this be not possible, 
free range just preceding and during 
the breeding season will be of great 
vjila^. Bird? nn frpp rnnf» "m"]' give 
a higher fertility, better hatches, and 
stronger chicks. - 


Maintaining Fertility. 


The 
breeding flock should 
be 


watched to see that the fowls keep in 
condition. 
Examine the birds and 


houses to see that they are not in- 
fested with lice or mites. If the birds 
are overrun with either of these pest?, 
the fertility vriil be affected seriously 
or totally destroyed. Care must be 
used also to see that the male does 
not get his comb «r -wattles frosted. 
If these are frozen to any eitent, 
his ability to fertilize eggs'will'be 
impaired and -svlll not be recovered 
for several -weeks. AVhen the -i-eathcr 
is very cold the males Jr.ieScied for 
breeding snonld be placed in a box or 
crate partly corered -with "a Te=- or 
cloth to prerest freezing: of tSstcoajS 
or Tt-aJtles.
